He said the Navy were begging for 6, The Senate Committee 
finally agreed to give then 5, two more than the House 
gave them. They gave the Army one more and the Air force 
one more, It was amended on the Senste Floor to cut the 
Navy down. In other words Colonel Baya stated that it is 
5, four and four, plus marine. Gen Van asked when we could 
start making promotions.for permanent grades of Colonel, 
Brigadier General & Major General. Colonel Baya said the 
Bill was effective at once. He also said that nobody can 
be promoted unless recommended by a Selection Board, therefore 
this board will have to be set.up. For promotion of Captain, 
Major & Lt Colonel-—it is not effective until next year. 
ALL permanent promotions are suspended for 6 mos. On July 
ist of next year they will make these initial promotions to 
fill vacancies and those not selected are not considered to 
have failed. Gen Van asked when we can promote 3 & stars. 
Colonel Baya said that under existing law there is no 
limitations on the mumbers, Ool Baya said that under the 
bill the limit takes effect on July Ist, 19h8. Gen Van 
stated that in other words we camot have 6 four star people 
in the Air Forces after July 1943 but we can have up to 6 
or LO until thattime. Colonel Baya said that the new pro- 
visions of this bill with respect to }} & 3 star provide that 
the President of the United States will designate for the 
Army, Navy and AAaF certain positions which will carry the 
extra rank of whicn it specified as Chiefs of AAP, Army, Navy 
will be h star. the senior representative to United Nations 
will be a three star.
